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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is a response to Applicant's amendment and response filed on 
December 10, 2004 wherein daim 36 has been amended. Claims 1-34 have been 
cancelled previously. 

Currently, claims 35-40 are pending In this application. 

Claims 35-40 are examined on the merits herein. 

This application is a CON of 08/878,656 06/19/1997 PAT 6,350,752 which Is a 
CON of 08/492,929 07/20/1995 ABN, which is a CIP of 08/488,976 06/08/1995 PAT 
5,801,184, which is a CIP of 08/280,719 07/25/1994 PAT 5,447,939. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on December 10, 2004, disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. 5,801 ,184 and 5,447,939 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Therefore, the obviousness-type double patenting rejections of record in the 
previous Office Action July 29, 2004, as being unpatentable over U.S. 5,801,184 and 
5,447,939 are withdrawn . 

Applicant's amendment changing the limitation to the single specific compound 
herein in the claims filed December 10, 2004 with respect to the rejection of claims 35- 
40 made under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sham et al. of record stated in 
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the Office Action dated July 29, 2004 has been considered and found persuasive to 
remove this particular rejection. Therefore, the said rejection is withdrawn . 

The following is new rejection(s) necessitated by Applicant's amendment filed 
December 10, 2004. 

Moreover, the following is new rejections necessitated by Applicant's submission 
of an information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 1 .97(c) with the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 . 1 7(p) on December 1 0, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or descritjed in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in ttiis country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Glasky, Alvin J. (WO 91/14434 published 10/3/1991, equivalent to US 5091432, PTO- 
1449 submitted 12/10/2004). 

Glasky discloses that administering to a mammal, the specific carbon monxide 
dependent guanylyl cyclase modulating purine derivative, 4-[[3-(1,6-dihydro-6-oxo-9H- 
purin-9-yl)-1-oxopropyl]amino]- benzoic acid (also known as AIT 082 acid, see col.8 line 
48-51 ; col.45, the 2"** last compound), is useful in a method for treating 
neuroimmunologic disorders or neurological disorders such as in mammals such as 
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Alzheimer's disease (see abstract; col.2 line 35-65; col.4 line 1-9 and 50-52; claim 8 in 
particular). Glasky discloses that the effective amounts or doses of the specific carbon 
monxide dependent guanylyl cyclase modulating purine derivative, 4-[[3-(1 ,6-dihydro-6- 
oxo-9H-purin-9-yl)-1-oxopropyl]amino]- benzoic acid, produces a treating concentration 
of at leaset 1 jiM (see Table 1-5 at col.31-33). Glasky discloses that the said mammal is 
treated by orally administering or injecting the compound such as AIT 082 (see col.4 
line 50-52). 

Therefore, Glasky anticipates Claims 35-40. 

In view of the rejections to the pending claims set forth above, no claims are 
allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office .action.
